O poffefs  the  Power,  with  the  In- 
clination, to  do  good)  as  it  is  the 
ultimate  and  belt  wifh,  fo  it  is  the 
higheft  excellence  and  fupremeft 
happinefs  of  humanity.  For,  to  be 
able  and  willing  to  relieve  the  wants 
and  nuferies  of  our  fuffering  fellow  creatures,  par- 
ticularly thofe  of  Poverty  and  Sickness,  whilft 
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it  excites  the  moft  refined  and  delightful  fenfa- 
tions  our  nature  is  capable  of  experiencing,  may 
alfo  be  deemed  an  acceptable  tribute  of  GRA- 
TITUDE, for  the  many  and  exquifite  bleflings 
we  ourfelves  enjoy.  More  efpecially  will  thefe 
aCts  of  exalted  beneficence  diffufe  their  enliven- 
ing energy,  and  adminifter  a confolation  “ de- 
voutly to  be  wifhed,”  when  we  are  enduring  the 
pains  and  inquietudes  of  Difeafe. 

The  pleafing  certainty  of  having  effectually 
contributed  to  provide  an  afylum  for  the  Poor 
and  Needy,  expofed  to  fimilar  circumftances  of 
diftrefs  and  danger,  aggravated  by  their  various 
and  poignant  folicitudes,  muff  induce  very  com- 
fortable reflections;  and  will  eventually  procure 
the  moft  ample  and  ineftimable  reward. 

THE  'Epidemic  Difeafes  of  this  year  will  furnifh  a few 
general  obfervations.  To  the  dry  and  fultry  Hate  of  the 
weather,  in  the  early  part  of  the  fummer,  may  the  preva- 
lency of  numerous  powerful  indifpoiitions,  which  then 
obtained,  be  probably  imputed.  Many  of  thefe  were  cafes 
of  malignant  diforder,  and  feveral  purely  inflammatory  : 
the  former  occurring  in  lituations  where  clear  air  and 
eleanlinefs  could  not  be  expected,  confequently  became 
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very  baneful  and  alarming  maladies : whilft  the  latter,  ex- 
cited by  accidental  circumftances,  efpecially  that  of  in- 
cautious expofure  to  cold,  when  exceflively  heated,  readily 
yielded  to  the  ufual  medical  attentions.  From  the  above 
period,  till  the  beginning  of  Auguft,  the  lower  clafs  of 
people  were  remarkably  healthy.  During  this  month, 
and  the  two  following,  an  Influenza , chiefly  charaCterifed 
by  the  lymptoms  of  inflammatory  catarrh,  almoft  univer- 
fally  prevailed.  This  difeafe  had  already  diffufed  its  con*' 
tagious  influence  over  the  whole  of  this  kingdom,  and  that 
of  Ireland.  A febrile  tendency,  preceded  by  confiderable 
laffitude  and  weaknefs,  accompanied  thole  affections  of  the 
head,  throat,  and  cheft,  by  which  it  was  peculiarly  diftin- 
guifhed.  Though  fometiines  violent  and  dangerous, 
when  attacking  relaxed  and  languid  eonftitutions,  or  where 
there  was  a manifeft  difpofition  to  confumptive  diforder, 
it  appeared,  for  the  moft  part,  very  mild,  and  rarely  of  more 
than  three  days  continuance.  Thirteen  of  thefe  Epi- 
demics have  raged  very  generally  in  Europe,  fince  the  be- 
ginning of  this  century.  Wecanalfo,  though  with  lefs 
accuracy,  trace  in  paft  ages  the  previous  recurrence  of 
eleven  limilar  contagions. 

The  degree  and  duration  of  our  various  Chromic  Dis- 
tempers have  been  governed  and  determined  by  the 
temperature  of  the  feafon,  and  the  unavoidable  expofure  to 
the  pofitive  influence  of  it.  Hence  afthmatic  and  rheu- 
matic cafes  were  frequent  and  powerful,  during  thefeve- 
rity  of  the  winter,  and  fpring,  when  the  weather  became 
remarkably  cold  and  changeable.  Many  aged,  debilitated, 
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and  efpecially  indigent,  people  experienced  the  almoft  im- 
mediate and  fatal  effeCts  of  the  froft,  which  took  place  fo 
early  as  the  laft  week  in  November,  and  prevailed  with 
lingular  intenfity,  at  leaft  two  months. 

With  regard  to  the  Epidemics  which  obtained  in  the 
winter,  a fpecies  of  Continued  Fever,  and  the  Hooping 
Cough,  were  the  principal ; malignancy  and  danger,  in 
feveral  inftances,  marked  the  deplorable  characters  of 
the  former,  though  its  .virulency  in  general  was  by  no 
means  alarmingly  extenfive.  The  cafes  of  Hooping 
Cough  were  few,  and  favourable. 

From  the  aids  and  atliftances  of  Surgery,  have  the 
objects  of  this  inftitution  occafionally,  and  gratefully,  de- 
rived confiderable  benefit  and  the  increafe,  in  the  number 
of  Midwifery  patients,  for  thefe  laft  two  years,  is  a cer- 
tain and  fatisfaCtory  atteftation  of  the  mitigation  it  affords 
to  the  many  and  exquifite  pains  and  folicitudes  of  the 
Indfgent  and  Industrious. 

RefpeCting  that  branch  of  our  Charity,  which  con- 
nects its  views  with  thofe  of  the  London  HUMANE 
SOCIETY,  it  may  befufficjent  to  obferve  that,  from  the 
ingenious  and  indefatigable  Dr.  Hawes,  we  are  frequent- 
ly and  abundantly  furnifhed  with  whatever  can  illuftrate, 
expand,  or  improve  a fubjeCt  which  wildom  and  policy, 
not  lefs  than  the  inftinCtive  impulfe  of  humanity,  con- 
fpire  to  recommend.  Fortunately  for  this  fituation, 
though  expofed  to  circumftances  exceedingly  dangerous, 
no  remarkable  inftance  of  Snfpended  Animation  has  .occur- 
red thefe  laft  two  years. 
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The  voluntary,  annual  contributions  to  this  DISPEN- 
SARY, by  which  it  is  principally  fupported,  have  been 
lately,  from  various  circumftances,  (particularly  the  death 
of  feveral  benevolent  and  bountiful  Subscribers)  con- 
fiderably  reduced.  Mr.  Littledale’s  highly  valuable
